At railhead supplies are off-load- 
ed from the train on to motor lorries. 
These vehicles are organized with 
personnel and _ travelling workshops 
into formctions designated Supply 
Columns, Bach Supply Column is a 
separate and complete .unit and 
there is one of -hése units for every 
division. 

The Supply Division for an Infan- 
try Division consists of 388 
ton lorries, of which one is for pos- 
tal services and 27 for the convey- 
ance of one day’s food and forage 
for 17,000 men and 4,000 horses. The 
remaining ten lorries are for rst aid 
‘and spare. 

Each infantry brigade 
‘loaded as follows: 

One lorry with bread; 1 with meat; 
‘1 with groceries, and 1 with oats. 

As soon as the Supply Column ié 
loaded it makes its daily trip from 
railhead to rendezvous. This spot -s 
fixed by corps or divisional head- 
quarters the previous night and is 
some central. position well in rear 
of the troops it is supplying. As 
soon as the tactical situation ad- 
mits, a refilling point is decided up- 
on. To this point the Supply Col- 
umn then advances from _ rendez- 
vous and here it meets the horse- 
drawn vehicles of the Supply sec- 
tion of the train. Supplies ars then 
transferred: on conclusion of this 
operetion the Supply Column re- 
turms to railhead (whici -may or 
May not be the same station as on 
the previous day), and the Supply 
Ysection of the train proceeds to the 
troops. This section is loaded as 
methodically as the Column, certain 
vehicles being ear-marked for par- 
“ticular regiments or batteries and 
each of these vehicles being loaded 
with certain commodities such as 
oats and oiscuit on one vehicle and 
meat and groceries on another. 

The supply train wagons on ar- 
rival in the rear where ‘roops are 
,billeted, proceed direct to their own 
“regiments or batteries and hand over 
their supplies, then returning empty 
to so™e central position in the billet- 
ing area, are parked for: the remain- 
der of the night. Next morning they 
proceed to the re-filling point and re- 
pont the programme of the previous 
day, : 

Such istnre"systém by ~which—- sup- 
plies reach the troops. It is surely 
needless to say that during certain 
phases in war, such as long and 
hurried advances or retirements, the 
system cannot be adhered to and 
other expetients for the time being 
must take its place, 

As regards the’ food. itself, it is 
ample and very nourishing. The ra-

I will give a 
few instances, Jurirg the retirement 
from Mo.1s, which commenced on the 
24th of August, supplies were issued 
to the troops direct from the supply 
column, the medium of the train wag- 
pons not being employed. This was 
necessary for two reasons, firstly, be 
cause it was imperative that all roads 
in rear of the fighting troops should 
be kept ciear of slow moving horse- 
drawn vehicles, the train wago.s be- 
ing, therefore, kept 10 to 15 miles 
ahead of the retiring troops and were 
consequently not available, Secondly, 
the marches were so long and so co1- 
tinuous that the horses of the train 
were too exhausted to carry out their 
part of the programme.

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Canada’s Grain Crops 
A bulletin issued by the census 
and statistics office gives provisional 
estimates of the yield and quality of 
the principal Canadian grain crops 
and also the condition of root and 
fodder crops as compiled from re- 
ports of correspondence made on 
September 30. 
In general, the reports confirm the 
statement issued previously, the 
erege yields per acre being about 
the same as then estimated for wheat, 
‘ut being “somewhat less for oats, 
barley and flax. 
The total yields for Canada of the 


as follows: ‘Wheat, 158,223,000; oats, 
311,426,000; barley, 34,491,000; rye, 2,- 
258,000; peas, 8,537,100; beans, 823,- 
400; buckwheat, 9,159,000; flaxseed, 7,- 
533,000; mixed grains, 17,438,000; and 
corn for husking, 14,732,000. 

In the Maritime Provinces both the 
vield and quality of the grain crops 
are excellent. 

The condition of root crops at Sep- 
tember 30 is for all Canada about 
equal to last year, being 75 per cent. 
of a standard or full crop for pota- 
toes; 78 per cent. for turnips; 80 per 
cent. for mai golds,‘carrots, etc.; 89 
per cent. for sugar beets; 90 per cent. 
‘ov fodder corn, and 7 per cent. for 
alfalfa. 

In Manitoba and Saskatchewar the 
condition of the root crop is low_ow- 
ing to the drought. {n Northern Al- 
berta, where the.season was of more 
normal character, these crops make 
a fair showing. 

During September, conditions have 
been favorable for harvesting and 
threshing and in the Northwest 
Provinces a great deal of threshing 
was completed by October 1. There 
are indications that the amount of 
fall ploughing this year will be 
greater than usual. 


Many Parisians Are in Dire Straits 
Paris is now firmly. held_ by the 
crushing grip of war times. 

Now the dullest city in the world, 
with cafes and theatres closed, a 
sombre background is furnished for 
the present life of the French capital 
by the new faces among the news- 
paper vendors, the beggars and street 
singers. 

One has always seen the push-car’ 
people, but the war has brought on 
a new army of these street vea- 
dors. One sees young girls and boys 
pushing carts about loaded with cauli- 
flower, salads, potatoes and fruits, It 
1s evident they are not accustomed to 
that sort of thing, but are trying to 
make ends meet at home. With fath- 
ers and boys serving under the colors, 
and the dressmaking establishmente 
where the girls worked closed down, 
something had to be done, 

Street singers, who sell the words 
and music of the songs they sing, 
have always been a familiar sight 
here. But now one sees new singers. 
There are women and girls of refined 
apperance, in mourning. They play 
on guitars, violins and sometimes 
harps. 

There are more beggars than us- 
ual. General Gallieni, the military 
governor, has a softer heart, warrior 
that he is, than the city fathers have 
in time of peace. And there are wo 
men among those seeking aid. There 
are always women in Paris who bor- 
row babies and wear poor clothes to 
awaken the pity of the passersby by 
pretending to be endeavoring to make 
an honest living by selling papers. 
Now there are real mothers making a 
real effort’ to earn money. The 
babies they hold in their arms as they 
sell papers are their own. 


74 Vessels Seek U.S. Protection

superseded by trapshooting, the name 
of which is of American origin; .and 
inanimate targets, the product of 
American inventiveness, have accord- 
ingly been substituted for live birds. 
Of course, in all this history, there 
have been interesting stages. Tho 
traps in use at the “Old Hat” were 
shallow boxes, each about one foot 
long awd eight or ten inches wido, 
sunk in the ground level with the sur- 
face. A sliding lid was operated by 
pulling a string, thus liberating the 
bird. Among the famous pigeon- 
shooters of that day was Mr, Richard 
Toomer, to whom Mr. Johnson refcrred 
in his Cyclopedia: “The exploits 
which R. Tonmer performed in shoot- 
ing, with such apparent ease, soon 
convinced the persons who saw them. 
‘that they were done methodically; and 
this. was completely ascertaincu, by 
his frequently suffering himself to be 
blinded. with a double handkerchief 
over his eyes, after having taken his 
aim, and then to fire and hit a small 
object." , 

In 1881 pigeon-shooting was men- 
ioned in the records of the Sport- 
men’s Club, Cincinnati, and in. the 
.orties and a few decades thereafter it 
flourished in New York and its vicin- 
ity. The invention and adoption of 
inanimate targets followed, though 
the older pastime was not at once 
»bandoned. A Boston man, Cherles 
Portlock, originated the vse of rlass 
balls for targets, about 1886. A Phila- 
delphian, a few years later, invented 
a target consisting of a pasteboard 
disc a few inches in diameter, with 
the centre cut out to-admit a small 
tubber balloon. Punctured — balloon, 
“dead bird.” Clay discs were the next 
innovation, but Secause they were of 
unequal hardness and because the 
traps were mechanically deficient, the 
sport of tr. pshooting came near giving 
up the ghost. Targets are now made 
of river silt and tar and bear the 
name of “clay pigeons.” 

Last year more than sixty-five mi!- 
lion “clay pigsons” succumbed to the 
marksmanship of American trapshoot- 
ing. . 


British Losees in the War 

The official renort of British killed, 
wounded, and -nissing in the three 
weeks from Sept. 13 to Oct. 8, includ- 
‘ng the battle of the Marne, numbers 
18,541. Lloyd's chronology of the war 
on Sept. 10 reported British losses 
of 18,000 up to that date. Up till 
Netcber 8th, than, the losses of Gen. 
French's men totalled cver 31,000. The 
British loss at Waterloo was 22,009, 
the federa! loss at Gettysburg 17,000. 
The French at, Solferino lost 15,000, at 
Moscow 23.000, at Merango 7,000, at 
Auster:‘tz' 12,000 and at  Bautzen 
2.,000. General French did “safe.’ 
fi,hting than tha Germans, husbanding 
hi small retreating army, estimated 
at not much over 100,000 men, in the. 
daily battles Jn the route to Paris, 
and even they could not have lost so 

-uch as the German they assailed ia 
the victorious flank movement at tha 
Marne. ‘ct, in only two great decisive 
battler of the nin teenth century, 
Gravelotte and Le.psic, wher th») 
Germans lost 35,100 and 47,000 respec- 
tively,“ were the casualties greater 
to the victors than those sutered by 
the Britist in thei continuous day- 
to-day fighting cn French soil. In bus, 
three—Leipsic, Moscow, and Sedan— 
did the cgsualt’>s of the vanquished 
amount to over 30,000. 

But the British expeditionary force 
formed by far ihe smallest of the 
a mies engaged in the first great bat- 
tle of this war. The movemert along 
the well articul.ted roads were so 
rapid that a campaign was concen- 
trated in. one long battle, with mors 
than a million on + side. The deaths 
in the whole Crimean war, in which 
the armu‘es of England, France, Tur- 
key and Russia were engaged, totalled 
96,000. It is only with the losses of 
wars in the gross that the casualties 
of the action culminating at the Marne 
ca= be conpared.—New York ‘imes.
